FOREIGN JOTTINGS.

MAxiMiLIAN'S ProrEaTy,—The settlement of
the estate of Maximilian is glvlnﬁ troubla to
his exeoutors. Mis chateaux of Miramar and
Lacrome are estimated at about §1,500,000,
but instead of ylelding any profit lhuv coat
£30,000 to keep them up, besides being mort-

aged for $400,000. There is some diffionlty
about his debt at Trieste, whioch amounts to
more than $1,000,000, The Belgian exseou-
tors, in the interest of their sisters;, wish thess
debts to be paid by Austria, on the ground
that th wore contracted in the publio ser-
vice.
